HE Count de Caunitz, Auditor of the 

Rota for the German Nation, having 

receiv'd a Courier from Vienna, im. 

mediately caus’d to be diftribured 

to all the Cardinals, except thofe 
who are in the Intereft of the Crowis of France and 
Spain, a Circular Letter from the Empe:our, with a 
Memoria! in tbe form of 2 Manifefto, fetting forth 
the Bmperour’s Pretentions. That daemorial ai- 
tacks the temporal Power of the Pope and of the 
Cardinals, arguing vbar if the Court of Rome pre- 
tend co exercile that Power over the antient Dona- 
tions granted to the Church by the Emperours, thofe 
Donations are null, becaufe they were made with- 
out the Confent of the Empire. A Congregetion of 
State has been held on this Affsir. in which it was 
debated whether it was fuiiable to the Dignity of 
the Pope and cf the holy See to anf-ver fuch Wri- 
tings, and what kind of Notice ongbr 'o be taken 
of them: Bur becaufe of the Difficul:y and No- 
velty of the Cafe, no Refolution is yet vefe’d there- 
on. The Pope has written to the Bifhors of the 
Kingdom Noeples, to proceed to fulmisare che Cen- 
{ures of the Church againft all the Officers and 
others who fhall concern themfeives direct- 
ly or indire@ly in. the Sequeftration (ordei’d by 


Archduke) of the Eccl fiaftical Revenues of 


that Kingdom belonging to abfent Foreigners. 
The Procefs againft the Abbo: Rivarola, a Genoefe, 
iscontinu’d with Rigour: Among his Papers which 
were feiz’d, were not only feveral abufive Pieces 
agtinft the Pope, bur likewife Proofs of his lotelli- 
gence with his Hutinefs’s Eneasies. 

Venice, July 28. They write from Milan, that 
the Marquis de Price the Emperour’s Commiffioner, 
Was return’d thither, after having in vain follicited 
the Legare of Ferrarato perfwade the Pope not to 
have Recowrfe to Arms, tho’ the Imperialifts have 
taken faft Footing ina Country of which be was 
in peaceable Poffeflion, without making any previ- 
ons Demaud, and witbour any Declaration of War. 
{n the mean time Affairs grow more and more im- 
broil’d, and the Emperour has openly difcover'd his 
Defigns by a Letter writien to the Cardinals to jufti- 
fy his Enterprizes: As alfo by 2 Manifefto, in 
which he declares the Cenfures of the Pope de- 
nounc’d «gaint chofe who oblig’d the Ecclefiafticks 
of Parms and Piacenza to pay Contributions, to be 
bull; alledging they are Fees of the Empire, not 
cf the Church, and adding in exprefs Terms, that 
he is refolv’d to afer: the Rights of the Empire in 
Italy, over every thing which cannot be prov'd by 
authentick Donations to have been granted away by 
the Emperours his Predeceffors, all {uch being to be 
‘ccounted Ufurpatioris from the Empire. Thus 
Poffeflion for (-veral Ages is to avail nothing, and 
he neither excepis the Territories of the Pope, thofe 
of the Republick of Venice, nor thofe of the Duke 
of Savoy and of other Princes and Republicks of 
Italy : In Confequence of thefe Declarations, the 
Duke of Parma has been warn’d to pay Homage 
for his Dominions to the Emperour within 15 Days, 
on Pain of Gonfifcation. Thefe Novelties difturb 


all Italy. The Republick of Gezoz aie Arming as well 
as the Pope, and there is ground to vclieve shar by
